I11AVK  been  encouraged  to  begin  and  carry  on  this  work",  wrote 
Thomas  Chippendale  in  17^4  in  the  pre  lace  to  The  Gentleman  and 
Cabinet  Maker's  Director,  "not  only  (as  the  puff  in  the  playbill  says) 
bv  persons  of  distinction,  but  ol  eminent  taste  tor  performances  of  this 
sort."  Chippendale  and  his  fellow-artists  were,  it  the  paradox  will  pass, 
well  served  by  their  masters,  the  persons  'of  eminent  taste';  and  the  line  art 
of  cabinetmaking  was  so  encouraged  by  the  wealthy  patrons  of  eighteenth 
century  England  that  the  results  have  served  to  inspire  the  collectors  of  a 
later  day  with  something  of  the  zeal  of  the  original  clients  of  St.  Martin's 
Lane. 

Mr.  Robert  Cluett  has  been  well  justified  of  his  eminent  taste,  and  of 
the  good  advice  which  has  assisted  him  in  the  formation  of  one  of  the 
most  notable  collections  of  English  furniture  in  America.  Much  ol  his  line 
Chippendale  was  shown  at  the  famous  Exhibition  for  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
at  Partridge's  in  1929;  the  remarkable  eagle-head  tripod  table  [No.  76], 
the  finely  carved  writing  table  [No.  87],  a  pair  of  torcheres  [No.  63], 
ami  the  superb  set  of  six  mahogany  side  chairs  [No.  75]  from  the  collec- 
tion ol  Karl  Howe.  In  the  same  distinguished  company  belongs  the  five- 
part  claw-and-ball  foot  dining  table  [No.  84]  also  acquired  from  Frank 
Partridge  and  believed  to  be  one  of  only  three  in  existence.  This  extraordi- 
nary table,  with  its  three-legged  consoles  and  tine  carving,  is  in  absolutely 
pristine  condition,  and  one  of  the  rarissima  of  the  Chippendale  period.  A 
ribbon-back  settee  [No.  67]  originally  of  three-splat  form,  is  a  miracle  of 
lightness  and  elegance,  and  much  of  the  overt  skill  of  the  age  is  found  in 
the  dainty  miniature  anil  wine  tables  of  'piecrust'  form,  which  Mr.  Cluett 
collected  with  the  avidity  of  the  connoisseur. 

Lhe  collection  is  rich  in  walnut  seat  furniture  of  the  reigns  of  Queen 
Anne  and  George  I;  of  especial  elegance  are  the  magnificent  claw-and-ball 
foot  armchair  of  1720  [No.  65]  with  needlepoint  seat  of  the  period,  and  a 
closely  similar  companion  [No.  51].  A  remarkable  pair  of  eagle-head 
armchairs  [No.  80]  of  the  same  period  show  the  dignity  of  the  'architec- 
tural' style  applied  to  seat  furniture,  with  a  formal  Cireek  wave  motive 
upon  the  rails;  the  beautiful  light  walnut  or  pearwood  of  which  they  are- 
made  is  said  to  have  been  grown  on  the  estate  of  the  original  owner.  A 
finely  carved  eight-legged  walnut  settee  [No.  74]  from  Yernay  comes  from 


the  Bolton  family  of  Woodbridge,  Suffolk,  descendants  of  Admiral  Nelson, 
and  is  the  only  example  of  its  kind  in  walnut  known  to  the  writer;  and 
from  the  famous  Wethertield  collection  is  the  beautiful  long-case  William 
and  Mary  clock  [No.  79]  by  Thomas  Tompion,  the  founder  of  English 
horology. 

Of  the  age  of  satinwood  are  an  elaborately  inlaid  marquetry  commode 
[No.  81]  of  the  Adam  period  and  an  elegant  break-front  library  bookcase 
[No.  83]  with  serpentine  drawers.  The  dining  room  contains  a  unique 
set  of  twelve  inlaid  mahogany  armchairs,  of  the  Hepplewhite  period  [Nos. 
85-6]  richly  carved  with  naturalistic  garden  flowers;  their  merit  apart,  it 
is  unnecessary  to  comment  on  the  rarity  of  their  number.  The  luxurious 
decorations  of  the  apartment  include  a  number  of  fine  lamps  by  Farmer 
in  semi-precious  minerals,  K'ang-hsi  famille  verte^&nd  famille  rose  porce- 
lain of  the  Ch'ien-lung  period. 

Nine  paintings,  acquired  in  1928-9  from  the  John  Levy  Galleries, 
include  five  of  the  six  great  names  of  British  eighteenth  century  portraiture. 
By  Raeburn  is  the  vigorous  Sir  James  Campbell  of  Inverneil  [No.  91]  an 
impressively  built-up  composition,  and  the  portrait  of  Lady  Isabella  Sinclair 
[No.  96],  sometime  in  the  Agnew  collection  and  endorsed  by  the  eminent 
expert  Sir  Walter  Armstrong  as  a  "good  and  characteristic  example". 
Lawrence's  fine  pair,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Falconer  Atlee  [Nos.  92-3]  have  the 
velvety  and  sensuous  urbanity  of  brushwork  characteristic  of  his  later  period 
and  a  quality  of  soft  luminosity  never  attained  by  his  numerous  pupils. 
The  Romney,  Edward  Wakefield,  Esq.  [No.  94],  is  the  likeness  of  a  hand- 
some and  high-living  youth  painted  in  July  and  August  of  1793,  with  the 
diffuse  modeling  typical  of  the  artist  and  his  careless  ease  of  synthesis; 
this  portrait  is  recorded  in  Ward  and  Roberts'  Catalogue  raisonne,  and 
bears  an  interesting  history.  Reynolds'  Lady  Paulei  [No.  95],  dated  1761, 
is  adequately  described  by  Mr.  William  Roberts  as  "an  exceedingly  line 
portrait  in  excellent  preservation." 

Thomas  Gainsborough,  the  most  versatile  painter  of  his  day,  con- 
tributes the  notable  Landscape  [No.  90],  a  delightful  view  near  Dcilham 
<>l  the  English  countryside  in  late  summer,  which  figured  in  the  Grosvenor 
Galleries  Exhibition  of  1888,  and  is  the  most  important  work  from  his 
brush  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  in  America  since  the  Ciary  sale. 
I  he  tree  vigor  ol  the  brushwork,  transforming  a  conventional  composition 
into  a  masterpiece  in  parvo,  is  hardly  less  than  astonishing.

S'ote:  Thomas  Tompion  (1638-1713),  the  famous  'father  of  English  watch- 
making', was  born  at  Northhill,  Beds.,  and  established  himself  as  a  young  man 
at  the  sign  of  the  Dial  and  Tliree  Crowns  in  Water  Lane,  Blackfriars.  He  was 
highly  successful  in  his  trade,  and  became  the  leading  clockmaker  in  the  court 
of  Charles  II,  inaugurating  many  improvements  in  the  construction  of  clock  and 
watch  mechanisms.  He  became  Freeman  of  the  Clockmakers'  Company  in  1671, 
Warden  in  1700,  and  Master  in  1704.;  on  his  death  he  was  buried  at  West- 
minster Abbey.
